T H E M E E R S C H A U M PIPE. 


It Wan Invented by Kavol K ow atei, 
a I’entli Shoemaker. 
Ivavol Ivowates, a Pesth shoemaker, 
invented the meerschaum pipe. 
He 
died In 1704. 
A large piece of meer­ 
schaum 
was brought to Pesth by 
Count Andrassy in 1723. It had been 
given to the count in Turkey. 
He 
fetched it home because, as a piece 
of white clay of extraordinarily light 
specific gravity, it pleased him. 
Kavol Kowates was noted in Pesth 
for his skill in carving, and Count 
Andrassy took his chunk of light white 
clay to him and said: 
“Make, fellow, something pretty out 
of this.” 
The Ingenious Kavol, a great smok­ 
er, thought that the porousness of the 
white clay adapted it well for pipes, 
and accordingly he made two from it, 
one for himself and one for Count 
Andrassy. 
The pipes were charming, and they 
smoked superbly. 
The fame of them 
spread. In course of time meerschaum 
mining and meerschaum pipe making 
became two of the recognized indus­ 
tries of the world. 
The original Kavol Kowates pipe, the 
world’s first meerschaum, Is still pre­ 
served in the 
museum.

Important Emergency Order*, leeued 
by the Railroad Qemmiatlon. 
Austin, Oct. 26.—The railroad com- 
mission has Issued a most Important 
emergency order, suspending In part 
compress rules and regulations. 
It is 
as follows: 
“In view of the Information having 
come to the railroad commission to 
tho effect that at numerous compress 
points In this state transit of cotton as 
well as cotton for concentration is not 
promptly unloaded 
upon 
arrival at 
such compress points and that cars or 
t-nbroad companies are being tied up 
and used as warehouses, much to the 
disadvantage 
and 
injury of railroad 
companies and shippers of the state, 
which, in the opinion of this commis­ 
sion, creates an emergency for speedy 
and Immediate relief, it Is therefore 
ordered by the railroad commission of j 
Texas that the rules and regulations 
as contained in commodity tariff No. 
I E, and relating to compression and 
concentration of cotton, be and the 
same are hereby suspended until fur­ 
ther notice, Insofar as they 
require 
that cotton shall la all cases be com­ 
pressed or concentrated nt origin or 
at first compress poitn in transm it; 
also those portions of such rules and 
regulations that require compression 
of transit cotton at a point sevcaty 
miles or more fnJm destination and the 
concentration of cotton at points IOC 
miles or more from the gulf coast. 
The effect of the above suspension 
will be to allow all railroad companies 
to compress or concentrate 
at 
any 
available compress point on the air 
line. Including Houston and Galveston,' 
and to assume the cost of compres­ 
sion. 
The order is now in effect and 
will remain in force until 
further 
notice.

In the condensation of moisture on the 
exterior of an ice pitcher or on a win­ 
dow pane In 'winter time.—Compressed 
Air Magazine.
